Laws Covering Prolsclion of 


Finny Tribe Recast. 


Springfield, 111., Ju ne 12.—The fish 
bill, which recasts the laws co vering 
the pro tectio n o f the fish indu stries o f 
the state, as well as the spo rting side 
o f the pro po sitio n, has been signed 
by Go verno r Deneen. 
The bill is 
« aimed no t o nly to affo rd pro tectio n to 
fish du ring the spawning seaso n, but 
pro tectio n 
to co mmercial 
fishermen 
and dealers in fish who co mply with 
its pro visio ns. 
It defines the kind o f appliances 
with which fish may be legally taken 
and fixes a schedule o f fees to be paid 
fo r use o f such appliances by tho se 
engaged in fishing fo r market. 
It also 
pro vides fo r the licensing o f no n-resi 
dent ro d fishermen, the no n-resident 
license fee being $1 a year. 
Tt retains the co mmissio n which is 
co mpo sed o f three m em bers and di­ 
vides the state into nine districts, the 
duty o f enfo rcing the law in respec­ 
tive districts devo lving upo n the dis 
trict fish warden, u nder the directio n 
o f the chief warden, who is to be o ne 
o f the co mmissio ners, and fo rty-five 
depu ty wardens.

There is no opportunity for pros­ 
ecution of alleged writer- of ‘Black 
Hand* letters if the ma I factor.- are 
md known/* is the statement of the 
postoffice officials here after ques­ 
tions concerning the methods to be 
pursued in b rin in g violators of the 
postal laws to justice. 
According to Charles Frazee, p o s t ­ 
master, one family in this city h a s 
been complaining about letters and 
oilier communication^ 
which 
have 
been received through the mail. 
The 
family has put in several complaints, 
but the postal authorities are power- 
» . s they do not know the malfac- 
tors. 
In no other ea>e has a com­ 
plaint been registered, according to 
Postmaster Frazee. 
He says that in no eases have the 
the post cards, which they have seen 
been “Black Hand" communications, 
Ile says that they rather have been 
ohs erie and something which should 
not he passed through the mails. Ile 
de .ires that the clerks have destroy­ 
ed every post card which lins. been 
found by them to be of such a nature 
that it should not be sent through the 
mail. 
Of cotir>e. the postal clerks 
are powerless when letters are writ­ 
ten a s they have no means of know­ 
ing what the comunications contains. 
Postmaster Frazee says that Wil­ 
liam Wolfe, who only recently receiv­ 
ed a ‘"Black Hand" letter, has regis­ 
tered no complaint.
